Financial Eflects of the European War.
From the Times.

[t is not to be supposed that a great war can
occur anywhere in the civilized world withou:
some injury to the United States, The ancient
dogtrine in political economy wus that each
nation was betrter off us her neighbors or rivals
were poorer, und that ealmmity to one was good
fortune to another, suid that esch could grow
rich out of the other's poverty, But the more
correct selence ol modern times has seen the
fallacy ot this, It has recognized the commer-

cial solidarily ot peoples, thay foreign nations
ure lu the relation to every country, to a greater
or less degree, of customers to a producer, and
the better off they are «he more they will bay,
and what injures them will of course lessen thoir
cupacity ol purcoasmg, and thus diminish the
profit of the producer.

Again, whut they will buy of one will depend
10 a certain extent on whut it will buy o! them,
so that calamity to any great nation &t once, in
the complicated machinery ol modern cows-
merece, brings misfortune 1o the other members
ol the family ol nauons. The United States js
more imdependent of other nations—owing to
it vast territery sind variety of internal ex-
changes and productions—than any European
power. Yet we, too, are linked in cominerce
and immigration with all the world, und espe-
cielly with Europe. She buys our cotwon
breudsinils, dairy producis, machinery, an
cloths, and during the lust four years has been
fin epormous purchaser ol our securities, She
also furnishes us with our most valuable im-
ports—the immigration of substantinl 1armers
and strong laborers,

The approaching shock of mizhty work in
Europe; the withdrawal of some two millions
ol men frow profitable production; the 1m-
menre waste and destruction of war: the foreed
loavs ol the Governments, must all have some
effeet on our own financial condition. The first
influences have been and will be mjurious.

Our customers are suddenly erippled and im-
poverished; they cannot send us such products
as they dud, nor take trom us our whaat and our
butter, and our cotton and munufecrures, Lo the
extent to which they formerly ordered. They
will not at first want our bunds as they did, and
must send back some which they have pur-
chased, and use the great protits of the sale for
strengthening their position against the storm,

The first impulse of the Germans and Italians
is (us it was here in our war) to converlt every-
thing into gold, The Governments demand gold
for buying war material, and as 8 consequence a
great drain of the prectous metils ensnes frow
the'greas centre of exchanges—London—which
i3 naturally relt here, Apart from the rise of
gold ooccasioned by specul ition, there can be no
doubt that the fear of & BEurovesn war bas les
sened the value of the dollar to every man,
woman, and chitd in America. Emigration also,
with ita golden tide, wliach has been larger the
last year than jor many years, must, if war
ensues, be diminished. The German Govern-
ments will forbid their subjects from lesviug the
country gt such a time.  We must teel then, and
somewhat severely, o European war, Bot there
are more favorsole agpecte ol the subjeet which
will soon reveal themeselves,

The continental people will be, indeed, poorer,
but they must live, even if the Goyvernments
#upport larger numbers ol them in the armies,
They must have our cotton, and may even
demand our breadstuffs, trom the cessation of
production at home, It is not improbable that
a pew trade in arms and machinery may spring
up with this country. After the first impuiae of
panic to honrd or to convert into gold, the
second sober thought will come ol demand for
sate securities, delivered from all the evento-
alities of this war, The bonds eof two greal
nations—the Austrion and Italisn—are already,
before the opening of hostilities, below 40, and
will undoubtedly, if the war should last two
years, be worthiess, Prossisn paper is much
more valuable, but it has fallen ten per cent.

Gold Is dangerons to possess in ting of 1ava-
sion, while o paper-bond 19 less olten plundered
or confizcated, and can be more easily conconled,
We nlready bear that the peasautry are seekmg
for Amertcan securities,  This will coatinne and
increase, it our own financial course is wise
here; the savines of the German population will
be placed, to 2 greav extent, in United States
bonds. The same thing will be teue also of
England, A vast amount of eupital will be
accumulnting there, which used to seek Invest
ment on the coutinent. It will now seurch tor
channels at a distance {rom the seene of hostili-
ties, and will probably turn to secanties so sufe
and profitable as the American. We shall soon
hear of a substantial rise tn Five-twentios in the
British market, Two of the continental coun-
tries are just about repudinting spoele payments.

The inevitable effect of this 15 to foree thoe
old out of the country to Great Britain and
Tance, where the cessation of punio, nnd re-
stored iz'.lﬂmem with the increased supply, will
soon bring monsy down to is normal rates and
relieve us here,  Large amountis of cotton soon
10 go out, nnd perhiaps other exports, will help
us &l further, We may secure some new
branches in the carrving trade in the approachs
ng struggle, In the 'meantime we are ul pesce;
all branches of production Bare in wonderful
bloom; we ouly nesd s greater contraction of
curreney 1w stop the Jepreciation of our puper
and bring the dollur near its real value, and we
are growing steadily in substantinl wealth.

The great Buronean war, thougzh it may shock,
will not essentially damuge us.

We presnme tha! there
nre & dozen or more cliques st work i Mexico
tor the same object, ith this division and
quarrél among themselves, the door{s open for
Masimilin to checkmate them all, and estabiish
himsell sxm iy in that country, Had be the abl
lity, shrewdpess aod tactol either the tirst or the
present Napoleon, he would very soon have
wffeirs in Mexico all in his own hands, und while
the Liberal factions are quarrelling over who
shall hold the relus ol the Government, he
would eecure the prize and make his combina.
tiong so thorough thet no vower in Mexico conld
up#et him, The drst Napoleon took advantage
ol the quarrels betwoen the lactions in the Gene-
ral Assembly in Franoe to take control of the
affairs of that Government,  The present Napo-
leon found his opportunity in the dlvisions of
lius opponents, u‘h of which ace toretble (llus-
trations of wha x/milisn eould da ip Moxico
were he equal fo the oconsion. Tne Lioerals
are very toollshly furnizhing him not only an
oxouse, but thé riuniy to perform a simi-
lnr coup & etat In Mexioo,” We are surprised
that be doss not hot upon it,

We are not ceértain but that this s the game
that Seorciary Seward is playing in this Mexzican
muddle, His sudden visit to Sunta Anoa at St
Tnomas, and Santa Anna's arrival in this coun-
try at this particular juncture, on the Invitstion
of Seward, as is supposed, may be only part and
parcel of a programme of the Seorctary of the
Hiate Department o belp Maximiliag, by inoreas-
ing the divigions among the Iactions adhering
to the Republic, This 18 the view of the caseé
which mavLy ot those posted in Mexican afairs
toke in reference to the movements of the Sec-
retary and his recent visits to Santa Anna, It
e placed one more party in the field and in-
crensed the divisions of Maximilian's opponents, |
Thus far, at least, 1t serves the intereals of the
Austrian prince. On the top of all this com s
the intrigues of the jobbers und speculators In

earl fisheries and silver mines, wn the lobby at

‘asbington, with Romero hunging upon their
cont-tulls, 1If, under these circumstances, Maxi-
milinn czopot take advantage of eévents and
firmly establish himself at Mexico, then he is
not fit to be at the head of a Government, and |
the sooner he returns to Austrin the beuter it
will be for his reputation.

I'rem all indications Congress appears to be
determined to have a hand in the muddle; but
it i« mot yet oeriain whether the nction of either
that body or the adminisiration will inorease the
divisions and wrangles among the adoerents of
the republic or seoure an early sedement of |
their quarrels. The republic of Mexico has a |
Constitution, aud rhat provides for the selection |
ol ite rulers., Bul the rudionls seem to have but
little respect for the Constitution of the United
States; and it is a far interence that they will
bawve lees for that of a neighboring republie, It |
thi= ghould prove to be the case, then we may |
look for further divisions and more compliof- |
tions in the Mexican muddle, thus securing addi-
tionnl auvantage to Maximilian, There are so |
wany different phases to this quoestion toat it is
becoming deeidedly interesting: and the public |
are becoming somewhat curious to know how it |
i all to end, whether in o grand job fur plunder
tor the exclusive benefit ot Europonn interests,or |
for the advancement of the trade and commoree |
of the United States,

A Good Effect of Fenianism,
From the Worid,

The English Government is beginning at last
to discern—what experience ought lone seo to
have taught it—that severity and oppression are
the most eostly and unsnceessful ot all means
for cementing and strengthening the em pire.
England has for two centuries treated Ircland |
very much as the Thad. Stevens matignants -
sist on treating thegSouth, The consequence is, {
that the whole Irish people, whether remaining
in Ireland or seattered over the world, are Inn
gtate ol chronic ulienation and bitterness, The
late Fenian movements have demonstrated, that

il Evgland should be drawn into a war with the
United Siates, the batred so long harbored in
the Irish breast would cripple her energes,
and perhaps endanger her existence, By the
uid of ihe Fenlans, Cauads, and perhaps
Irelund itselt, would easily be wrenched from
her grasp.

Mr, Gladstone, like an enlightened statesipan,
has lawely announced his beliel in the necessity
of a new and more liberal Insh policy, accom- |
modnuted to the feelings, interests, and wishes of
the Irish people. To insugurate such u policy, |
he has mtroduced bills on tenant richts, on the
onths of Catholic members of Parlisment, ana |
tor the rehet of Inch educational establishments
irom 1eligious disatalities; and be iz sald to be
willing to place the Bstablished and the Roman
Catholic Churches ou an equality, and to pro-
vide endowments for the Latholie clergy.

It is u great pity that our Government cannot
ledarn by example, what that of England is begin- |
uing to learn by a costly and perilous experience.
We cannot aftord to make an [reland of tue |
South. 1t 15 not wise to sow in that section the
seeds of undymg hatred, to vipen into such a
barvest as Fenlanism may prove for England.
If, by illibersy and oppressive treatment, we ‘
drive the South into settled estraneement, the
tirst thang the enemy will do, when we are next |
engaged in a foreign war, will be fo foment a |
new rebellion, and enlist in it a claes of men
hating our Government as the Fenwns hate |
England. Let us be warne® by the past, and |
wstrueted by the present example of the coun-
i1y ; and grow wise by the experience of others,
instead ol Loo lute by our own,
